the U.S. diplomatic corps in Vien-j 
na, Bern, Constantinople, Berlin; 
and Washington. j 

Peace Delegate 

He was a member of the Ameri-; 
can commission to negotiate, 
peace at the Paris Peace Confer- 
ence in 1918-19. 

He also served as legal adviser 
'to the' U. S. delegations to two; 
later Geneva conferences. 

It was during World War II that: 
his spy career blossomed. He was 
chief of the Office of Strategic j 
Services in Switzerland. i 

After the war, in addition to; 
practicing law, Dulles served as: 
a government adviser, with em-! 
phasis on foreign aid and German; 
policy. ; 

In 1948, he was appointed chair- j 
jnan of a three-man committee: 
to survey the American intelli- 
gence system, and then in late 
1950 joined the staff of CIA Dir-, 
rector Walter Bedell Smith. 

Now there has been another 
survey of the U.S. intelligence 
system, and there will be another 
director. 

One of the opinions of Dulles’ 
work which .the CIA included in 
his biography was given by Ilya; 
Ehrenberg in Moscow’s Pravda, 
Dec. 31, 1951: 

even if the spy, Allen; 
Dulles, should arrive in heaven 
through somebody’s absent mind- 
edness, he would begin to blow 
up the clouds, mine the stars, and 
[slaughter the angels ...” 
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
